— Oak Cliff and West Dallas Cut 
Off— Wholesale District Cel­ 
lars Flooded.

Dallas, Texas, May 25.— The worst 
flood ever known prevails here on the 
T rin ity river. 
Oak Cliff and W est Dal­ 
las, connected with the city by trolly 
lines, railways and the pike, are com­ 
pletely isolated. 
A thousand feet of 
the Texas and Pacific trestle is gone. 
About twenty-five men 
were 
swept 
away with this bridge and five of them 
drowned.
